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A method of graphically indicating patient 



information, said method comprising the steps of 

defining one or more conditions of a patients- 
selecting an icon corresponding to each of the defined 

condi t ions ; and / 

creating a fixed image whjerein each of the selected icons 

is located at a predetermined /position of the image. 

2. The method of claim fL , further comprising the step of 
proximally associating the image with the patient. 



3. The method of claim 1, wherein the conditions are 
selected from the group coneisting of: hearing impairment, 
right arm weakness, left arm weakness, special diet, no lift, 
one person lift, two person lift, comatose, total lift, right 
leg weakness, left leg weakness, cardiac, pivot lift, 
wheelchair bound, vision d/mpairment, Alzheimer's, potentially 
combative, incontinent, tprn and reposition, cognitive 
impairment, potential to Jelope, diabetic, and speech 
impairment . 

4. The method of ciaim 1, further comprising the step of 
associating an electronifc representation of the image with the 
patient . 



5. The method of claim 1, wherein the step of creating 
the fixed image includels generating an electronic 
representation of the dlmage and moving each of the selected 
icons to its predetermined position on the image. 
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6. The method of claim 5, /further comprising the step of 
printing the image with the seliBCted icons in their 
respective, predetermined positions on the image. 



' 7. The method of claim 5, further comprising the step of 
executing a computer program feor automatically positioning the 
selected icons in their respective, predetermined positions on 
the image . j 

8. The method of claim 5, further comprising the step of 
storing the image with the selected icons in a computer 
readable medium. 

9. The method of claim 8, wherein a plurality of images 
for different patients are/ stored in the computer readable 
medium and further compris/ing the step of searching for a 
stored image based on a n^rne associated with the patient. 

10. The method of c/laim 8, further comprising the step 
of modifying a stored image associated with a particular 
patient when the conditions of the particular patient change. 

11. The method of plaim 1, further comprising the step 
of customizing at least /one icon to represent a specific 
condition .

an image, wherein th^ image has a predetermined position 
for each of the icons; and 

a creation component for creating a fixed representation 
of the image with selected icons, wherein each of the selected 
icons corresponds to the! defined conditions of the patient. 

16. The system of J claim 15, wherein the creation 
component comprises a software application stored on a
